Kimberley and tin- 
parts of Cape Colony now occupied by 
the republican troops, acknowledge the 
Transvaal's absolute independence, 
grant general amnesty and pay |100,- 
000,000 indemnity."

Washington, Dec 29.— It has devel- 
oped that the UnittHl Slxites cruiser 
Montgomery baa been on a secret mis- 
sion to Liberia, Africa, performed, it 
is believed, with a view to displaying 
the American flag in Llberlan waters, 
and the lo< ation of a site for an Amer- 
ican coaling station on the Liberlan 
coast 

While olBcials of tha navy depart- 
ment maintain 'that th* cflralsa waa of 

an ordinary charaotar, It is signiflcant 
that It has been kept a profound mys- 
tery op to this time, none of the ves- 
sri's nMivemants ^ving bsan recorded 
in the dally bulletin published by the 
bureau of navigation. 

It Is further regarded as significant 
that the Montgomery's cruise in Liber- 
lan waters waa made at a time when 
reports were in eireulation that Great 
Britain, Germany and It.aly had de- 
signs on the territory of the little re- 
public nrd these were so persistent 
that Secietary Hay deemed it advisa- 
ble to ukake in'qntrlea of the iMwer^ 
named. These Inquiries resulted In 
the asHcition that none of the foreign 
governments contemplntMl Interfering 
with Liberlan affairs. 

It Is no secret here that Liberia has 
long desired an active American pro- 
tectorate, and has made representa- 
tions whi( h lead the authorities to un- 
derstand that she desires the estab- 
lishment 6t kn American coaling sta- 
tion on her shores, believing that It 
will give her Additional rekson for pro- 
tection from this goveniment. 

Senator Mason, who has received a 
letter from an ofllcer of the Montgom- 
ery, states that he proposes to Intro- 
duce a resolution eslling upon the sec- 
retary of the navy to Inform the sen- 
ate why th»» Montgomery was ordered 
to Sierre Leone, knd if the mission 
was in pursuance of an understand- 
ing with Great Britain.

Gold- 
smith left I'ort .Jarvis some days be- 
fore a warrant was issued for his ar- 
rest, and has since been a fugitive.

One of the truat magoatea who lately 
teatlfled before the Indoatrial Oommle- 
eion stated that waftes to employes in 
the branches of induatry controlled by 
bia company have been adTaneed 40 per 
cent. 

In another part of liis testimony he 
admitted that it bad become necessary 
for the trnata of which he was a director 
to cloae down a number of factories 
which it had parchaaed, because it was 
not to the financial intereat of the trust 
to keep them in operation. 

This ia an example of the way in 
which truata are helpinR labor, aaya the 
8t Lcoia Bepablic They raiae prieea all 
along the line, having destroyed compe- 
tition. They reatrict production to keep 
pricae np, and in reatrieting production 
they necessarily muet limit the niimber 
of persona employed. The 40 per cent, 
riae in wajtea paid to a limited number 
kept at work would, if divided among 
the workmen deprived of work and the 
handreda of aaleamen out of a job as a 
raanlt of truat polloiea, abow a diminu- 
tioB in beneflta to the aggregate of wage-
